It  has  not  In  oth- 
er places — California,  for  example,  where 
earlier  this  month  four  California  Institute 
of  Technology  students  gave  Pasadena 
area  residents  a scare  with  plastic  balloons 
with  red  flares  dangling  from  rotating 
blades.  The  West  Coast  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  busiest  “flying  saucer"  areas. 

What  about  UFOs?  People  haVe  been 
talking  about  theih  for  two  decades.  Re- 
ports conflict.

Flying  Saucer  Analyst 
Quits  After  9,000  Case^ 


FAIRBORN— Sfit.  David  Moody, 
d!!,  of  1S44  Ironwood  dr.,  lioi-e, 
has  quit  Investigating  Dying 
saucer  -epoits.  After  studying 
records  of  some  9,004  unidentified 
flj-ing  object  cases  over  nearly 
five  years,  he  resigned  Thursday 
fmm  the  investigation  office  at 
Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  base. 

Moody  says  that  while  some 
eases  are  unexplainable,  he  has 
seen  no  evidence  at  all  that  the 
earth  is  being  visited  by  flying 
saucers  from  outer  space. 

He  retired  after  20  years  of 
ser\*ice  in  the  Air  Force  and 
U.S.  Naxy  but  plans  to  continue 
xvorking  for  the  Air  Force  as  a 
civilian.  A native  of  St.  Louis,  he, 
got  into  the  UFO  probing  busi- 
ness because  of  his  psychology 
background  and  experience  in 
Kaxy  and  Air  Force  intelligence. 

On  his  assignment  here,  he 
helped  set  up  files  on  the  UFO 
cases  repoited  to  the  base  and 
took  part  in  on*the<cene  investi- 
gations of  some  of  tlte  puzzling 
cases. 

One  of  the  most  puzzling  cases 
of  his  career,  Moody  says,  was 
the  Lying  saucer  sighting  April 
of  15^  in  Socorro,  N.M.  which  is 
still  unsolved. 

Lonnie  Zamoi*a,  a city  pcHce- 
nian,  reported  seeing  an  egg- 
shaped  object  on  the  desert  in 
central  New  Mexico.  When  he 
approached,  the  object  rose  and; 
flew  away,  he  reported. 


Helicopters  and  practice  lunar 
landing  modules  from  nearby 
White  .Sands  Missile  range  were 
ruled  out  but  investigators  xrerc 
unable  to  come  up  xvith  a satis- 
factory explanation.  f 

Txvo  girls  near  Lansing,  Mich., 
last  June  presented  another 
puzzler  xvith  obserx'ation  of  a 
' mystery  light  that  looked  like  a 
lighted  goldfish  bowl. 

The  analyst  thinks  it  was  a 
small  patch  of  ground  fog  that 
drifted  across  a road  from  a 
neighboring  pond. 

Several  hoaxes  came  up  last 
year.  Moody  said,  including  pho 
tos  taken  by  a man  in  California 
and  a fake  "launch  site'*  in  New 
Jersey, 

"But  on  tlie  whole,  the  mports 
come  90  per  cent  from  sincere, 
honest  people  who  are  just  curious 
to  find  out  what  they’ve  seen," 
he  added. 

Moody  has  been  analyst,  evalu- 
ator and  right-hand  man  for  Maj, 
Hector  Quintanilla,  the  man  to 
charge  of  Project  Blue  Book  at 
toe  air  base. 

Last  year,  of  some  900  cases, 
only  19  remain  unknown,  he  said. 
The  sightings  were  identified  as 
planes,  balloons,  satellites,  mis- 
siles, lightning,  birds,  meteors; 
or  other  known  causes.  Perhaps 
100  or  so  can't  be  categorized 
because  of  insufficient  data,  he 
said.

Thtit  question  was  posed  Thurs- 
day after  Charles  Schneider  of 
3S83  Middle  Urbana  rd.,  dis- 
covered a strange  "burned”  spot 
12  feet  long  in  his  field  of  winter 
wheat  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
Villa  and  Middle  Urbana  ‘rds.

There  were  no  pieces  of  metal  or 
xther  de'oris  in  the  field  indicat- 
ing that  The  spot  might  have 
been  caused  by  an  object 
dropped  from  a plane. 

He  attributed  the  strange  mark- 
ings to  "excessive  heat,”  which  j 
he  said  could  have  drawn  up 
the  e.trth  in  the  center  of  the 
browned  area.

David  N.  Moody,  an  Air 
Force  investigator  of  recent  Uoidenti* 
ficd  Flying  Objects  around  Ann  Ar- 
b<»r,  Mich.,  tc tired  from  the  Project 
Dtue  Book  office  of  Foreign  Tech- 
nology Division, 

The  Michigan  sightings  were,  how- 
ever, a smalt  percentage  of  those 
Moody  has  analyzed  during  tdniost 
five  sears  at  the  UFO  headquarters 
on  Wright-Hatterson.  Since  1947, 
more  than  10,000  sightings  have  been 
filed  wi*d)  ihe  Blue  Book  office.  Moody 
evaluated  all  of  those  made  in  the 
last  four  years  and  reviewed  all  others 
except  those  in  1952. 

W'he.n  necessary  he  has  gone  to  the 
area  of  the  sighting  to  gather  addi- 
tional data  for  identification  of  the 
uniuendfj  able.  Of  these  firsthand  en- 
counters with  “mystery"  objects, 
hipody  irporis  that  he  has  never  seen 
any  he  couldn't  explain  . . . even 

$a.imp  gas. 

Paradoxically,  Moody  says  he  be- 
lievi-s  in  UFOs,  but  explains  the  ap- 
parent contradiction  as  one  of  semant- 
ics. "Ur Os  are  the  planets,  mirages, 
meteors,  stun,  satellites,  kites,  and 
SMomp  gas,"  he  said,  “that  are  re- 
ported as  f]>1ng  objects,  but  cannot 
be  identified  immediately  to  the  ob- 
server. Flying  saucers  are  those  crafa 
comm.tnded  by  the  green  men  from 
M.'vTs.  They  do  not  exist 

“No  one  has  ever  come  forward 
with  proof  of  interplanetary  visitauon. 
In  spite  of  all  these  reports  (886  last 
year)  the  fact  that  we  can  explain 
such  a significant  number  (870)  leads 
us  to  believe  that  if  we  had  mors  in- 
form utlon  in  det.'ul  we  would  be  able 
to  c'tpltvia  diem  all. 

“Almost  all  the  reports  we  re- 
ceived," Mcody  said,  “are  objects, 
lights,  cr  S4,me  sort  of  phenomena  that 
the  person  has  seen  and  misinterp- 
reted. These  misinterpretations  stem 
from  some  known  or  conventional  ob- 
ject that — because  of  psychological 
reasons,  atmospheric  condilions  or  un- 
familiarity  w'iih  phenomena — a person 
observes  and  identifies  incorrectly. 

“But  1 don’t  mean  psychological  in 
a negative  sense.  In  these  sightings  we 
are  dealing  with  perception  and  optics, 
what  we  see  and  how  we  see  it.  Also 
with  motivation,  suggestibility  and  a 
person’s  predisposition  to  see  things, 


not  with  his  intellect  or  integrity. 
Basically  he  is  telling  the  truth — ex- 
actly what  he  thought  he  saw.  Reports 
are  by  honest,  sincere  people." 

Moody  has  an  academic  background 
suited  to  working  with  people  and 
their  reactions  to  UFOs.  In  uddition 
to  an  bachelor  of  .'irts  in  psychology 
from  Drury  Coltege,  Springfield,  Mo., 
be  completed  a year  of  graduate  work 
at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 


Moody  said,  “probably  10  have  not 
been  forwarded.  But  once  the  report 
does  reach  .us,  the  research  facilitlea 
and  personnel  of  the  entire  Air  Force 
are  at  our  disposal  to  investigate  physi* 
cat  objects — ^glass,  paper,  photographs 
— associated  with  the  objects.  We  also 
send  items  to  private  industry  for  ao- 
alysis  by'  professionals  in  their  spe- 
cialized fields.

“We  keep  all  reports  ever  submitted 
here,  and  evaluate  them.  If  a report 
doesn't  contain  enough  informatloa 
for  us  to  re.tch  a conclusion,  we  r> 
quest  more  information  from  wit- 
nesses or  the  repoiling  officer.  This 
was  the  case  in  the  Michigan  sight- 
ings. 

We  also  put  additional  investigator* 
on  the  Michigan  case  because  of  the 
total  numlier  of  sightings.  Dr.  Hynek 
couldn’t  physically  handle  the  numep- 
ou9  reports,  so  four  more  persons— 
Maj.  Quintanilla,  myself,  and  two  bu^ 
men  from  Selfridge  AFB — were  sent" 

(Maj.  Hector  Qiiintunilla  b die 
project  officer  of  the  Blue  Book  lo* 
vestigations.  Dr.  J.  Allen  Hynek,  a 
Northwestern  University  ustrophyst- 
cist,  is  the  AF  consultant  on  UFOs). 

“We  also  had  many  reports  in  the 
Ann  Arbor  area  that  were  not  swamp 
gas,  and  those  had  to  be  investigated. 
However,  the  general  sightings  that 
triggered  the  others  were  the  swamp 
gas  ones.  And,  by  the  way,  this  was 
only  the  third  incident  of  swamp  gas 
being  reported  as  a UFO  since  1948." 

Moody  welcomes  further  press  re- 
porting of  the  sightings.  “Many  times," 
he  said,  “the  newspapers  will  publish 
the  sighting  and  the  detail,  but  not  the 
explanation— because  it  isn't  news- 
worthy or  sensational.  Iiist  a meteor 
or  D picture  of  Venus.  People  are  left 
with  the  idea  that  the  Air  Force  didn't 
bother  to  explain  it" 

Hoaxes?  Moody  says  th.il  only  four 
of  the  reported  sightings  last  year  were 
hoaxes.  The  Air  Force  has  no  means 
to  take  action  against  perpelraton. 
That  is  a matter  for  civil  authorities.

Loub,  he  was 
assigned  to  study  UFOs  because  of 
this  psychological  background  and  his 
experience  in  Navy  und  Air  Force 
intelligence. 

Moody  believes  that  many  people 
don't  take  the  time  or  trouble  to  notify 
anyone  of  sightings,  and  that  many 
don't  know  that  the  proper  reporting 
center  is  the  nearest  Air  Force  base. 
“Instead  of  contacting  the  local  base, 
they  call  the  FAA,  a control  tower, 
or  an  airport,"  he  said. 

Air  Force  regulation  spells  out  how 
sightings  are  to  be  h.'tndlcd.  The  near- 
est base  to  the  sighting  conducts  the 
initial  investigation.  If  the  object  is 
immediately  identified  as  a known  or 
conventional  one,  no  repm-t  is  required 
to  be  foixvarded.  Only  if  the  object 
cannot  be  explained  is  the  data  sent 
to  W-P.
